ned my Royall Father ; whoſe blond can- 
notbe waſhed our oftheir ſpunigeotis ſouls, 
[without an''inundation* of repetitatice': 
Thoſe which I excule, are they whiCh real- 
ly endeavoured the prevention of fo preata 
'nn{chiefe. 

” Firſt; let us conſider their ertreſty's inim- 
priſoning his Perſon. Secondly, their au- 
datiouſnefle in bringing hitn to an unjuſt

Royall Father, during his life, was al- 
Wwates willing and atttve to ſubſcribe arid 
condeſcend to any thing conducing to the 
peace. and welfare of the Kingdome, 
without any fmiſter ends agreed to a 
Perſonall Treaty with bu two Houſes 
of Parliament, proteſting (and at laſt 
ſealed this Proteſtation with hu blood) 
that nothing was more predominant in 
hu thoughts, then the preſerving of his 
Subjetts Liberties, and Priviledges of 
Parliament : The reality of which, his 
laſt Declaration from the F/le of Wight 

oth abundantly manifeſt. 

2. After hu Conceſaons were -yoted 
Patisfattory, yet they were diſavowed by

Itis: well knowne with, what mild im- 
portunities my royall Father did accoft 
«+ them, and yer could not wooe them unto 
an accommodation ;.is is not unkuowne 
with what unfeigned alacriry he declared 


even at his death, that he valued. his. Sub- 
. jects. 
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iets Liberty, more then his own life ; and 
yer all cheſe expreſsions madeno impreſs1- 
on in their obdurate hearts; therefore lam

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Cefire all reall.hearrs to ſhew their readinefle in pro- 
moting ſo acceprablea work, and joyntly pray with 
me, that God would proſper our deſigns , that we 
may once more fir under 'our Vines and our Fig- 
rrees, and car the fat of our Land in-peace and unmo- 
leſted cranquility. 
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
